The Better Way. 


Time was, arid not so yery long 
ago, when a child was considered 
sufficiontly educated. if he-or abo 
were given somothing of a ground- 
ing in tho “three R's." Those 
doys have gone, for good and all. 
There is, of course, a danger, at 
least where primary education is 
concerned, of the child mind being 
distracted by the study of too 
numerous and too diversified sub- 
jocts, until what have beon termed 
the “frills” of education are given 
more prominence than they de- 


serve, with. the. result. that the 


student gathers a smattering of 
almost everything, but is really 
well educated in nothing. We 
are glad to note, however, a 
movement towlrds interesting the 
young in things beautiful end on 
endeavour to bring out latent 
talent by giving children: scope 
for the full play of individuality. 
In thot category we place 
such work as . that which 
has been on. display at the 
Central British School in Kow-

The charge arose out of tha in- 
cident a few weeks ago when an 
Indian policeman discovered two 
men tied to posts at the Nether-
